What will electriclty do for rallroads?
That Is one of the questions which are
engaging the attention of the invent-
ors and of the managers as well as of
the publie, 1t isa blg question and one
that Is as yet practically unanswered.
To be sure, Inventors have done cgn-
siderable In the way of a partial solu-
tlon, but there I8 more to be done than
has been done, It was once proposed
to build an electric rallrond loe from
Chieago to St. Louls and the projectors
tild great storles of how the tralns
would run at the rate of 100 miles an
hour and how grently the cost of trans-
portation would be reduced, But the
line has not been bullt, and the Buffalo
Express thinks that fact 18 evidence
enpugh that something was lacking In
the plans to attract the wttention of
practionl men, who before they put any
money into & scheme must see some
way for it to eome back. But if elec-
triclty as applled to rallronds other
than street car lines has not got beyond
the experimental stage, it has reached
o point where it glves the radlrond man-
agers gome occaslon for & sllght lll'-grm-.
of uneasiness, It has already affected
the steam railropds in thelr suburban
passenger traflle, and having gone that
far it may go farther. Everyone agrees
that electricity as applied to modern
usitges 18 only In Its infancy. Eleetric
Hnes are paralleling (raffic nes in
large citles. And wherever they hnve
been introduced there I8 no question
but that they have seriously Interfered
with the buslness of the steam lines,
during all but four of the most savere
months of the yenr at least. That la
the admission of rallrord managers

A to how much electrie lines are to
be feared in the trunsmission of pre-
gengers and freight over long stretehes
of territory ther is n difference of opin-
fon, Vice-Presldent J, T, Odell, of the
New York and New England, says that
in his opinion electricity may come Lo
be used between two large eitles not
more than forty of fifty miles apurt.
Further than that he does not belleve
electricity will ever supersede steam.
President O, D, Ashley, of the Wabash,
goes further, however, IHe says: “Lam
fnolined to belleve that, eventually,
electricity ns a motlve power will
supersede steam, but 1 do not think it
will hecome an important factor In gen-
etal rall transportation for long dis-
tances until the method of Its applicn-
tlon has been greatly changed and im-
proved, It would be 1dle to deny great
posgibilities In the future of eleotricity,
and I am n gtrong believer in its subtile
poteney ag an agent in practioal work,
but I doubt very much whether mun's
intelligence has muastered 18 secrets
suffielently to ecount upon Its constant
and economicul work for long distances
There nre many serious objectlons to
overcoms, T think, before it ean be con-
sldered o formidable rival for general
transportation by rall. When these
objections are overcome, 1 believe the
fteam ronds nre In the best position to
avall of the power, and that they have
guch an advantage in construction and
location, that they will be the first to
utillze It succeasfully, It does not ap-
pear to me that this conditlon Is yet in
slght, but as to this T may be mistaken.
I belleve electric power 'to be & glant,
still in infancy, Its growth has wl-
ready been abnormally rapid, but it
will require long study and experience
to develop Its great caponcity, and to
teach us the best method of controlling
and utllizing it.”

jeneral Manager Sargeant, of the
Grand Trunk of Canada says: "It Is
Imposeible to conjecture to whoat ex-
tent this wonderful agent may be de-
veloped, but, so far as |ts 'present
adaptabillty lis concerned, ‘eleotricity
would be too costly, and could not be
adapted to all requirements of the rall-
way service. I found that to be so,
when considering the question, In con-
